Subject. — Import of (i) Fruits, dried, salted or preserved n.o.s. excluding Dates, 
[S. No. 21(a) (ii)/II"]. (li) Asafoetida {Ring), [5. No. 31(fc)/K], 
{Hi) Cumin Seeds {S.No. yi/lV) and (iv) Medicinal Herbs (S. No. 87- 
109//K) from Afghanistan and counter-export of goods from India, under 
Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement, from 1st August, 1975 to 3lst July, 1976. 

No, 125-ITC{PN)/75—Introductory,—^Attention is invited to Paragraph 2 of the 
Ministry of Commerce. Public Notice No, 91-ErC(PN)/75, dated the 6th September, 1975, 
wherein it waa stated that the policy for import of Dry Fruits, Asafoetida, Cumin Seeds 
and Medicinal Herbs will be announced later. The details of policy and procedure for 
import of these items have since been decided andi are incorporated in this Public Notice. 

2. Basis of ellglWlltyj—ApplicBtions for import of dry fruits, Asafoetida, Cumin Seeds 
and Medicinal Herbs from Afghanistan and for the export of commodities detailed in 
Schedule B-I and Schedule B-Il, from India (vide Annexure I), will bo considered in 
accordance with the provisions made in this Public Notice, from the following:— 

(i) "Approved Importers’’ under the previous Trade Arrangements; and 

(U) "Others”. 

3. Definition of "Approved Importers”.—The "Approved Importers” are those: 

(i) who have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in those commodities dming 
the four years ending 30th June, 1956, and are already registered as 
such; and | 
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(ii) the Afghan Government’s nominee firms already registered as “approvea 
Importers". 

4. Definition of “Others”.—"Others” (not being “Approved Importers”) are those 
who are resident in India, have the requisite financial eapability of Iraiisactmg the busi¬ 
ness as certified by a scheduled bank in India, are dealers in items other than hides and 
skins listed in Schedule A, B-I or B-Il vide Annexure 1 to this Public Notice, and have 
participated in the Indo-Afghan I'rade in those commodities during any of the two years 
ending 28th February, 1974, and 

(i) are citizens of India, if they are (a) individuals or (b) kartas of Hindu undivided 

family in respect of Family business 

OR 

(ii) arc an Indian Company 

OR 

(iii) have the control and management of their affairs situated wholly in India if they 

are a firm, a limited company or an association, 

OR 

(iv) are a cooperative society registered under the Cooperative Societies Act. 

5. Peraona Ineligible to partlcIpate.^Partnors/Directors/Proprietors and his/her wife/ 
husband or dependant relations (including unmarried children) of “approved importer(s)’' 
and “othcr(s)’’, as defined, m paras 3 and 4 above, will not, however be permitted to 
participate in the Indo-Afghan Trade. For this purpose the applicant.^ ’ arc required to 
furnish along with the application, an undertaking, on a stamped paper to the licensing 
authority concerned as follows 

"I/We hereby declare that neither of the partners/directors/proprietors of the 
firra/company, or his/her wife/husband, dependant relations or unmarried 
children, have submitted or will submit an application for CCP under this 
Public Notice for import of Dry Fruits from Afghanistan”. 

Signature. 

Status of the (i) Deponent. 

(ii) Applicant Firm. 

In addition, the following categories of persons will also not be permitted to participate : 

(1) those who have been deregistered from the list of “approved importers” under 
the previous Trade Arrangements. (However, those “approved importers” 
who have remained dormant for a period of four years and have been 
deregistered in terms of Public Notice No. 240-lTC(PN)/68, dated 4th 
November, 1968, will be allowed to participate if they .arc otherwise eligible 
in terms of this Public Notice); 

(ii) those who stand debarred from receiving import or export licences or release 
orders under the Import/Export Trade Control rules and regulations; 

(iii) those whose counter-balancing obligations in respect of imports from and exports 

to Afghanistan during the preceding years remain unfulfilled; 

(iv) those who have not attained the age of eighteen years (as on the dale of this 

Public Notice). 


6. Llcenring Authorities.—The importers are required to submit their applications for 
CCPs to the respective licensing authority, on or before l.^th June, 1976 according to the 
jurisdiction shown below :—

8. Invoices to be produced to the customs authorities.—The tnvoice(s) relating to 
imports should be produced m duplicate to the customs authorities at the tune oi clearance 
of the goods and it should indicate cleatly the quantiiy, the rate* total f.o.b. value, freight, 
insurance and total c.i.f. value oi the goods imported. CC R(s) sliould be obtained beiore 
the goods are despatched from Afghanistan. It any imports are made without a vaUd 
CCP, such imports will be treated as unauthorised imports and dealt with accordingly 
under the Import Trade Control/Customs rules and regulations. 


9. Counter-balancing trade.—-Trade with Afghanistan in respect of dry fruits, asafoetida, 
cumin seeds and medicinal herbs and S.chcdulc B-T and ‘B-ll’ items shall be subject to 
a counter-balancing arrangement. Import ol these items will be permitted only it it 
complies with the banking proceduios agreed to by the Governments ol India and 
Afghanislan and referred to .m pat as 15, 16 and 17 below. 

10. ‘Import-first’ Scheme.—.Subject to paras 15, 16 and 17 below the eligible importers 
should apply for CCPs for the import of dry fiiiits, asafoetida, ciimin seeds and medicinal 
herbs upto the value limits indicated below;— 


(a) “Apfiitiveil Inipoiten'' 

(i) For impoit of diy fruiiv .— 1 o the extent of 27% (per cent) of the 

value of the applicant’s best year’s import of dry tiuits if the value of the 
best year’s imports is more than Rs. one lakh, and to the extent of 30 
per cent, of the value of best year’s imports subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 27,000 in cases wheie the value of the best year's imports is Rs. one 
lakh or below. 1 he best year’s imports for this purpose would mean the 
imports of dry fruits Irom Afghanistan in any of the 5 years 
bebruary 1966—JanuaiY 1967 or August 1966 — July 1967 August 1^07“- 
July 1968, August 1968—July 1969, August 1969—July 1970 and August 
1970—July 1971. 

(ii) For import of u.saforluUt, cumin seeds, and medUmtil 

importers" having past imports ol asafoetida eunim seeds and med.ciiYl 
herbs from Afghanistan dining any of the five years mentioned m (l) 
above can apply for import of these items. 


NoTF.—If an “approved importer” finds it more advantageous to claim a CCP 
in the category of "olheis”, he can do so provided he does not clainx a CCP 
as an “approved importci". In such an event, the applicant will be requir¬ 
ed to produce a bank certificate in the prescribed pioforma as also a bank 
guaranlee equivalent to fifty per cent of the value of imports in order to 
ensure counter-balancing exports 'as required from applicants falling in the 
category of “others”. .Such an applicant will not be eligible to apply s'* 
an “approved importer” until after he has fully discharged his counter¬ 
balancing export obligation against the CCP obtained by him in fn» 
category of “others". 


(b) “Others" 

To the extent of the value of the applicant’s best year’s import of dry fruits, 
asafoetida, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs from Afghanistan in any ot 
the two years, namely, March ’72 to February ’73 and March 73 to 
Febniary 74 but not exceeding Rs. 27,000/- (Rupees Twenty seven 
thousand only) subject to t'ne production of bank guarantee equivalent to 
50 per cent of the value applied for in order to ensure countei^balancing 
exports. Imports effected beyond 28th February, 1974 against CCPs issued 
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for the 1973-74 Trade Arrangement Period, would also be taken j*to 
account for calculatmg the entitlement for the period, provided the con¬ 
signments had left Af^anistan prior to and including 28th February, 1974. 
In addition, they arc also required to furnish the following certificates:— 

(i) A certificate from a Cnartcred Accountant to the effect, that they had an 
internal turnover of Rs. 25,000 (Rupees Twenty-five thousand only) 
during any one of the financial years i-e, 1967-68, 1968-69, 1969-70, 
1970-71 and 1971-72 in the goods, other than hides and skins, listed in 
Schedule A, B-I or B-II of Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

(ii) A certificate from a scheduled Bank in the following proforma:

Note.-—^N o applicant will be granted a CCP for the same item, under more than 
one category i.e. he can apply either under (a) or under (b) above. 

11. Computation of Past Imporla,—^It may be clarified that : 

(i) for computing past imports under Para 10, only such imports as were actually 

cleared from the Customs during the basic period for consumption in India 
(after payment of import duty), will be taken into account; 

(ii) It will not be necessary for an “approved importer’’ to obtain a single CCP 

covering his entire initial entitlement under this Public Notice. He can, if 
so desired, obtain more fnan one CCP for dry fruits, Asafoetida, Cumin 
Seeds & medicinal herbs as long as the value of ah the CCPs together docs 
not exceed his initial entitlement, as referred to in Sub-paragraph 10(a) 
above. 

12. Counter-exports against Imports.—(1) CCPs for import of dry fruits, asafoetida, 
cumin seeds & medicinal herbs from Afghanistan will be granted to eligible applicants 
subject to the condition that the Licensee shall export to Afghanistan t’ne goods in Sche¬ 
dule B-I and B-II of a value equal to the value of imports. The period during which 
counter-balancing exports should be made shall extend upto 3 let July, 1978. However, a 
fresh CCP shall be issued only in terms of para 13 below. 

(2) It will be a condition of fne CCP that not less than 50 per cent of the counter¬ 
balancing exports shall be of items listed in Schedule B-TI. The Export of Schedule B-II 
items shall take place either before the export of Schedule B-I items or concurrently with 
the export of Schedule B-I items. 

(3) Tne traders should in their own interest, ensure that they are in the position to 
discharge their counter-export obligation in terms of this Public Notice, within the 
prescribed time limit, and in the prescribed ratio for items in Schedule B-I and Schedule 
B-II before they apply and obtain a CCP. In the event of their failure, for whatsoever 
reason, to fulfil the conditions subject to w’nich the CCPs arc granted to them, they will 
render themselves ineligible to receive any further CCP apart from any other action that 
may be taken under the Imports and the Exports Trade Control/Foreign Exchange Orders, 
rules and regulations. 

13. Further CCPs to be issued on completion of export oUlgation,—^An importer will 
be eligible to apply for a fresh CCPs as soon as ho completes his counter-export obligation 
(in the required proportion) to fne full extent of the value of his earlier CCP. 

14. E.P. Forms to be approved by the Reserve Bank.—E.P Forms, covering counter- 
exports tc Afghanistan will be approved by the Reserve Bank of India if they ‘are othenvise 
in order. The E.P. Forms would be valid for a period of 30 days from the dale of issue.

(2) The trade is cautioned that any import of items covered hy this Public Notice from 
Afghanistan, which does not strictly comply with the banking procedures would be treated 
as unauthorised and dealt with as such. Such importers will render tbemselves ineligible 
for participation in the Tndo-Afgban trade apart from any other action that may be taken 
under the Import and E.xport Trade Control and Foreign Exchange Orders. Rules and 
Regulations. 

Ifi. AsafoeHda and Cumin seeds to conform to prescribed standards.—Attention of 
importers of asafoetida and cumin seeds is invited to the Prevention of Food Adniteraiion 
Rules and in their own interest, they 'arc advised to ensure that asafoetida and cumin seeds 
imported from Afghanistan conform to (he specifications prescribed under the aforesaid 
rules. In order to ensure that the Hing imported by the importers conforms to the Pres¬ 
cribed standard. Port Health Organization will test each consignment of asafoedda Port 
Health Organizations after testing each consignment will seal the asafoetida I'Hing'l bags 
under their own seal. These hags may not he further subiected to testing bv ,9tateA ocal 
bodies so long as their sc'''s are intact and there is no evidence that the bags have beien 
tampered with unless there are some special reasons for the same. 

17. Documents to ho produced to the Custopt* aothorltles.—Besides other documents 
recuiired to he nrodneed to the Customs authorities at the time of clearance of goods as 
laid down in this Public Notice, the iranorters shall also have to produce necessary evidence 
viz. Exchange Control Cony of the CCP. against which the imnort is made, and/nr a 
certificate from the negotiating bank, to show that payment in respect of the imported 
items has been dulv channolis-'d through the designated Banks in accordance with the 
paragraph 15 of this Public Notice. The Customs ■authorities will allow clearance of 
imported items if otherwise in order, only an production of these documents. 


18. Value of Imported ttems will bo the value as declared In the snpnlFr’s fnvolce.^—^The 
value of the imported items for the purpose of debit to th- CCPs and for remittance to 
the supplier, through the Bank, as also for the Purpose of determining counter-balancing 
exports in respect of such imnorts. will be the value as declared in the supplier’s invoice 
and appearing in the Bill of Exchange. 

19. Bonds with Bank nuarantees to he fuml^ed to the licensing authorities.—Bonds 
with Bank cuai anfec in fulfilment of counter export obligations as referred to in paragraph 
12 'above shall be furnished to the licensing authorities mentioned in naragranh 6. who will 
watch nerformance and enforce the guarantee. It mav be clarified that in cases where 
bank guarantee is required, the importer will have to furni'tfi the same in respect of each 
application for ihe grant of CCP for import. Tn the event of ihe partv’s failure to discharge 
the counter-ohb'gntion within the stipulated nerievT and to furnish doenmentarv evidence in 
support thereof, the amount of hank guarantee will be liable to for-fletnre. without pre- 
iudicc to anv other action that mav be lakrp ip this behalf including disonalification from 
narticlnating in the Tndo-Afghan trade in futiirr. The documentary evidence to be nro- 
diiced in support of fidfilmept of ronntcr-nbHration will bo the same as Indicated in para¬ 
graph 22 below Tn addition the importers will be reouired to submit information 
monthly in rosnect of imnorts/exports and the counter-balancing export obligations ful¬ 
filled bv them in the enclosed nroforma fAnnexur'' tD so as to reach the licensing autho’ri- 
fics concerned by the 7th of the succeeding month. 


70 Specimens af Bond/BanV Cuarnntee irorms.—^The specimen of tbc bond/bank 
guarantee form to lie fiirnisbed bv irnnnrters given tn Annexnre ITT. B mav be noted 
that the bond has to bo countersigned bv a stcbednled bank as a surety in token of tbeir 
undertaking to nav the guaranteed amount to the licensing anthoritv in the event of 
default on the part of the importer The hond form must he signed hv an offloer dulv 
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Authonsed by the bank m this beh df. If may also te noted that bonds are to be furnished 
on a stamp paper or on a plain paper affixed with special adhesive stamps of the appro¬ 
priate value, and impressed with the dating machine, by a proper officer. 

21. Export Perfoniianee Ctianraiitee from the ECGC.—The importers, who find diffi- 
culty in depositing the full amount of cash with their banks in order to secure the 
requisite Bank guarantee’, may appioach their bankeis, if they so desire, to obtain the 
export performance guarantee"'', on their behalf, from the b.C.G.C (Export Credit and 
Guarantee Corporation of India, Express Towers (10th Floor), Nariman Point, 
Bombay;—I). 


22. Documentary evidence to be produced.—The following documents will con.stituto 
documentary evidence to be furnished in support of imports and exports:— 


/wpor/r.—-Triplicate copy of the Customs Hill of Entry and the relevant invoices 
altcsted by Customs, and, fn case the transaction has been carried through 
banking channels, bank memos 


Exports.—Shipping bills duly certified by the Customs that goods have been 
“shipped in full’’ and invoicc.s duly certified by the Ciisloms, which should 
indicate the value and other details of Schedule ‘B-F and ‘B-iE products 
actually exported, and bills of lading. 

23. Validity of CCP.s.—-Iti terms of thi.s Public Notice, CCPs will be valid upto 31st 
July, 1976. 


24, Distrlbutfon of CCP.s.—^The Customs authorities will send the Customs copy of 
CCP to the concerned licensing authority direct, indicating the actual utilisation of the 
quantity and the value covered by each C C.P. in the prescribed form on Ihc reverse of 
the permit. The exchange control copy will as at present, be handed back to the im¬ 
porter to be furnished to Reserve Bank of India, duly stamped and signed. 

25. Distribution of Transit Certificates. —The importers while presenting the C.C.P to 
the Ciistom/i authorities concerned will produce five copies of the Transit Certificates 
issued by the Afghan Government. One copy of the transit certificate will be retained 
by the Customs, the second copy will be forwaided to the Reserve Bank of India, and 
the third and the fourth copies will be sent by them to the Office of the Chief Controller 
of Imports & Exports New Delhi, for onward transmission to the Afghan Government 
and Indian Embassy in Kabul 'The fifth copy is to be forwarded by the Customs 
authorities to the licensing authority concerned 

26. Imports to be made on outright purchase basis.--Imports and exports between 
India and Afghanistan will take place only on outright purchase basis. 

27, Manner of Payment.—As regards the mode of payment against import of items 
covered by this Public Notice attention i.s invited to para 18 of this Tffiblic Notice. 
Payments for imports and exports of commodities not covered by Schedule ‘A’. ‘B-T’ and 
‘B-H’ (i.e. Schedule ‘C’ items! shall be made by establishing letters of credit in transfer 
able U.S. Dollar or Pounds Sterling. 


28 No diversion to third countries.—Tt is agreed between the two Governments that 
the goods imported hy either country from the other would be used only for consumption 
in the country of import. Serious notice will be taken of cases whcic goods importeu 
from or exported to Afghanistan arc diverted to a Ihind country. 

29. Trade should desist from abusing the .system. Maintenance of reasonable prices.— 

Trade is advised to ensure that the existing svstem is used in the interest of consumers/ 
producers in India and Afghanistan and thst the Trade AiTanecment secures the common 
objectives of healthy growth and diversification of Irade between Ihc two countries. 
They should also ensure that reasonable prices arc ch irued and efficient Tier sales-service 
is maintained whelrever necessary. Appronriale penal action will be taken if the trad' 
arrangement is used to the disadvantage of producers and (he healthy growth and divers 
ification of trade between the two countries.

Firstly, if (he said Importers shall, latest by 31st July 1978, export items as mentioned 
in Schedule B-I and B-II attached to the said Public Notice, to Afghanistan in such a 
manner that not less than fifty per cent, of the value of exports consists of ^hedule B-IT 
items, and that export of Schedule B-TI, items takes place either prior to the export of 
Schedule B-I Items or concurrently with the export of Schedule B-I items, and that the 
total value of exports to be made will be et^al to the customs assessed value of goods 
Imported from Afghanistan. 

Secondly, if the said importers and/or surety shall procure and deliver or cause to be 
procured and delivered to the Joint/Deputy Chief/Controller within one month from the 
date of expiry of the aforesaid period evidence to prove that the said exports of the 
value equal to 100% (Hundred percent) of the customs assessed value of the imported 
goods have been exported as aforesaid and also documentary evidence such as prescribed 
in paragraph 22 of the Min. of Commerce Public Notice No, 125-TTC(PN)/75, dated 
tbo 29th November, 1975 showing that the value of exports effected to Afghanistan is 
according to the prcksciibcd ratio and is not less than 100% of the total customs a.ssessed 
value of imports, then the above written bond will be void and of no effect, Otherwise, 
the bond will remain in full force and virtue.
